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1. Applicanrs election of Group II, Claims 14-29 and 38, in Paper filed 8/16/04 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 2 should be labeled "Prior Art". 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

4. Claims 14-29 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per independent claim 14, the phrase " determining the relevance of each random 
number output to said noise function output" (line 5) seems to be misdescriptive, i.e., see 
specification, page 24, beginning line 4, especially equation in line 16. What is the 
"noise function input"? Clarification is requested. Similarly noted in claim 38. 

5. Claims 14-29 and 38 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2"^ paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the novel "determining" and "accumulating" steps 
as recited in independent method claim 14. Similarly language is used in independent 
apparatus claim 38.
